Gloves of Human Skin. 


"Gloves which are sold as kid are often 


made of human skin," said Dr. Mark L. 
Nardyz, the Greek physician, yesterday. 
"The skin on the breast," continued the 
physician, "is soft and pliable, and may 
be used in the making of gloves. When 
people buy gloves they never stop to ques- 
tion about the material of which they are 
made. The shopkeeper himself may be 
in ignorance, and the purchaser has no 
means of ascertaining whether the ma- 
terial is human skin or not. The fact is, 
the tanuiug of human skin is extensively 
carried on in France and Switzerland, 
The product is manufactured into gloves, 
and these are imported into this country. 
Thus, you see, a person may be wearing 
part of a distant relative's body and not 
know it." 


Then tho doctor drew from a drawer a 


brand new pair of black gloves. "There," 
ho said, "is a fine article made from the 
skin of a cnild. As tho hide of a kid 
compares with that of a goat, so, of 
course, does the skin of a child compare 
with that of an adult, and it is much 
sought in France for glove purposes."— 
Philadelphia Record. 


Civil Lists. 


Tho civil list of the United Kingdom 


amounts to £885,000; the revenue of the 
duchy of Lancaster amounts approxi- 
mately to £60,000, making a total of 
£443,000. To this sum may be added the 
income of the Prince of Wales—annuity 
£40,000 and £60,000 from the duchy of 
Cornwall—and annuities to the other 
members of the royal family making a 
grand total of £685,000. In Austria the 
civil list is £780,000, and the emperor has 
a private fortune which probably brings 
him as much. In Germany the emperor 
as king of Prussia has a civil list of 
£670,000, and besides has large domains, 
the revenues of which enable him to 
provide for all the princes and princesses 
of his house. The crown prince is en- 
titled to £30,000 per annum from the 
country. In Italy the civil list of the 
king is over £600,000. The revenue of 
the czar is probably as great as those of 
the other sovereigns combined.—London 
Standard. 


"Black Heads." 


A correspondent much troubled with 


"black heads" asks for a lotion. They 
should be pressed out either with the 
thumb nails or a watch key. The opera- 
tion is likely to cause some congestion of 
the skin, hence the face should be bathed 
with water as hot as can be borne. As 
a rule, those who have "black heads" 
are sparing of tho use of soap, which 
ought to be used quito freely by them. 
Ladies who object to it might use, in- 
stead, borax water, or water to which 
bran is added. Twice daily the follow- 
ing lotion may be applied: Ether, one 
ounce; carbonate of ammonia, one 
drachm; boracic acid, one scruple; water 
sufficient to make two ounces. This 
should be applied after the' 'black heads" 
have been pressed out and the face has 
been bathed in hot water.—Boston Her- 
ald.

Where to took for Romance, 
Misery, 


Prosperity, Ambition, Etc. 


It is a time honored practice with the 


professional humorist to raise the neces- 
sary laugh by twitting women with a 
preference for the advertisements over 
tho news columns of the daily journals. 
Give one of the sex a paper, they say, 
and she will immediately rivet her atten- 
tion on the advertisements. 
Granting, 


for the sake of argument, that there is o 
substratum of truth in this quip, it yet 
remains debatable ground whether or 
not she does not show a superior wisdom 
to those who give priority of perusal to 
the cablegrams, the law reports, the par- 
liamentary debates, the political speeches 
of the leaders. 


Advertisements, properly prospected, 


pan out richly in all the qualifications 
necessary for entertaining reading—in 
instruction, in romance, in pathos, in 
freshness of ideas and in humor, which 
being frequently unintentional, is by no 
means less amusing on that account. In- 
deed, many of the comic papers contain 
testimony to the fact that their compos- 
ers have discovered gold mines in the 
mass of wants—sometimes curious ne- 
cessities curiously expressed—which are 
daily set forth in their apportioned space 
in tho journals of the country. The 
agony column is notoriously worth 
watching, but tho mysterious messages 
conveyed through that medium do-no( 
by any means monopolize all the ro 
•nance of the advertisements nor all th« 
. umor. 


It is sad, if the reader be sentimental 


or diverting, if ho or she be callous tc 
tho exquisite emotions of the tender cor- 
respondents, to hear from "Rose Blush" 
that time will not change her love, and 
that the fragrance of it "remains as a 
sweet odor, and as the breath of life;" 01 
that "Violet" intends to meet her "evei 
loving Gaiters at. the dear old haunt 
when the clock strikes ten." But there 
are sterner romances than these, oi 
which glimpses are frequently obtained 
among the small type announcements 
which are BO frequently skipped by the 
reader, The romance of the fortune 
hunter is there, and many of the mis- 
deeds of daring criminals are exposed t<; 
the views of readers of "ads" by the 
police announcements. 


The reading of advertisements more so 


than the perusal of any other part of the 
newspaper draws one into tho busy 
marts of life, jostles one again&t the 
crowd, touches one with pity or repels 
one with greed; brings one into sharp 
contact with shjjp men, who are con- 
spiring in some deep plot to betray, de- 
ceive or defraud some trusting person; 
and shows one love, misery, ambition 
and despair in all their phases, supply- 
ing one with tho keynote to a hundred 
dramatic situations. If one is interested 
in the world of inventions, it is in the 
advertising column that the earliest 
knowledge is obtainable of the most re- 
cent device, from the latest improve- 
ment of a domestic or culinary utensil to 
so remarkable an invention as that re- 
cently announced for the especial bene- 
fit of yachtsmen, namely, "aerial yachts, 
ship formed, navigable balloons, propul- 
sion and steering perfect, powerful and 
facile, capable of accommodating from 
two to twenty persons." 


The column for "houses and apart- 


ments" shows a li"* and fall of fortune, a 
bringing together or separation of friends 
—perhaps families—maybe lovers. No 
end of romance may attach to a lost um- 
brella, and the steps necessary for it res- 
toration. An auction sale announce- 
ment may be significant of the dissolu- 
tion of some old family, or the downfall 
of a great man. The "wanted situa- 
tions" column is full of pathetic stories, 
curtly narrated—three lino tales of pri- 
vation, struggle, despair, heroism and 
long suffering. The advertisements of 
silks and laces, rare flowers and costly 
jewels, tell of gayoty and wealth. 


Tho announcements of the toy shops 


conjure up a thousand fancies of childish 
recollection and enjoyment; and the 
lawyers' welcome notices of something 
to one's advantage, "if this should meet 
the eye," suggest many a pleasant theme 
of patient waiting and cheerful endur- 
ance being at length rewarded by a 
kindly request. The nature of legacies, 
too, 
as disclosed by tell talo "ads," is an 


interesting field for observation, and one 
cannot help smiling at the endeavors of 
a legatee to dispose of such inheritances 
as old family heirlooms, precious to the 
testator, but despised by the disappointed 
heir. 


To the humane the ad vertising columns 


offer many inducements for perusal. 
How pleasant for them to turn from the 
police court records of brutality to dumb 
animals to tho distressed prayers of be- 
reaved masters and mistresses who have 
lost some feline or canine pet, and to 
read, for instance: "Two pounds reward. 
Strayed from No. — Prince of Wales 
terrace, a white Pomeranian dog, old 
and nearly blind; the hair on tho back 
of his neck worn away." Almost every 
announcement discloses some view of 
human nature or awakens a material in- 
terest. 


It is pretty safe to say that in the ad- 


vertisements of one issue of a London 
daily there is more exciting mystery 
than in a novel by Wilkie Collins. Take 
tho following; "Between September to 
middle November, 1888. Lady about 80, 
gentleman, 86, lunched out nearly every 
day, except Sunday; food, probably fish 
and fowl; drink, red wine or champagne. 
Real information rewarded. For inter- 
view address," etc. To people weary of 
chess problems or business plans, what a 
fine exercise for the ingenuity is provid- 
ed by such an announcement, and the 
motive for which such curious informa- 
tion is desired.—London Standard.

He tells us that "in number of 
dishes and changes of meat the nobility 
of England (whoso cooks are for the 
most part Frenchmen and foreigners) do 
most exceed; till there is no day in man- 
ner that passcth over their heads where- 
in they have not only beef, mutton, veal, 
lamb, kid, pork, cony, capon, pig, or so 
many of them as the season yieldeth, but 
also some portion of the red and fallow 
deer, besides variety of fish and wild 
fowl, and thereto sundry other delicates

How strange the con- 
trast between this reckless profusion and 
the simplicity of some mediaeval saint, 
whose diet was spare and plain to a de- 
gree, or of him, greater than any of the 
prophets, who did his glorious life work 
on a sparing allowance of locusts, wild 
honey and water!—Cornhill Magazine,

CHINESE AND THEIR WAYS. 


rhcy Know Better Than Any Otber Peo- 


ple What Economy Meant. 


The Chinese are pre-eminently econo- 


mical, whether it be in limiting the num- 
ber of wants, in preventing waste, or in 
adjusting forces in such a manner as to 
make a little represent a great deal The 
universal diet consists of rice, beans, 
millet, garden vegetables, and fish, with 
a little meat on high festivals. Whole- 
some food in abundance may be supplied 
at less than a penny a day for each adult, 
and even in famine times thousands of 
persons have been kept alive for months 
on about a halfpenny a day each. This 
implies the existence of a high degree of 
culinary skill in the Chinese. 
Their 


modes of preparing food are thorough 
and various. There is no waste; every- 
thing is made to do as much duty as pos- 
sible. What is left ia the veriest trifle. 
The physical condition of the Chinese 
cat or dog, who ban to live on the leav- 
ings of the family, shows this. They are 
clearly kept on starvation allowances. 


The Chinese are not extremely*astid- 


ious in regard to food; all is fish that 
conies to their net, and most things come 
there sooner or later. Certain disturb- 
ances of the human organization, due to 
eating diseased meat, are well recog- 
nized among the people, but it is con- 
sidered better to eat the meat, the cheap- 
ness of which is certain, and run the risk 
of the consequences, which are not quite 
certain, than to buy dear meat, even 
with the assurance of no evil results. In- 
deed, the meat of animals which have 
died of ordinary ailments is rather dear- 
er than that of those which have in an 
epidemic, such as pleuro-pneumonia. 
Another example of careful, calculating 
economy is the construction of the cook- 
ing pots and boilers, the bottoms of 
which are as thin as possible, that the 
contents may boil all the sooner, for fuel 
is scarce and dear, and consists generally 
of nothing but the stalks and roots of the 
crops, which make a rapid blaze and dis- 
appear. The business of gathering fuel 
is committed to children, for one who 
can do nothing else can at least pick up 
straws and leaves and weeds. In autumn 
and whiter a vast army of fuel gatherers 
spread over the land. Boys ascend trees 
and beat them with clubs to shake ail 
the leaves; the very straws get no time 
to show which way the wind blows be- 
fore they are annexed by some collector. 


Similarly professional manure collect- 


ors swarm over all the roads of the coun- 
try. Chinese women carry this minute 
economy into their dress. 
Nothing 


comes amiss to them; if it is not used in 
one place it ia in another, where it ap- 
pears a thing of beauty. Foreign resi- 
dents who gave their cast off clothing to 
Chinese may be assured the career of 
usefulness of these garments is at last 
about to commence. Chinese wheelbar- 
rows squeak for want of a few drops of 
oil, but to people who have BO nerves 
the squeak is cheaper than the oil Simi- 
larly dirt is cheaper than hot water, and 
so, as a rule, the people do not wash. 
The motto "Cheaper than dirt," which 
the soap dealer puts in his windows, 
could not be made intelligible to the Chi- 
nese. To them the average foreigners 
are mere soap wasters. 


Scarcely any tool can be got ready 


made, it ia so much cheaper to buy the 
parts and put them together for your- 
self, and as almost everybody takes this 
view, ready made tools are not to be got. 
Two rooms are dimly lighted with a sin- 
gle lamp deftly placed in a hole in the 
dividing wall. Chinese, in fact, seem to 
be capable of doing anything by means 
of almost nothing. They will give you 
an iron foundry on a minute scale of 
completeness in a back yard, and will 
make in an hour a cooking range, a 
strong and perfect draught, out of a pile 
of mud bricks, lasting indefinitely, op- 
erating perfectly and costing nothing. 
The old woman who in her last moments 
hobbled as near as possible to the family 
graveyard in order to die so aa to avoid 
the expense of coffin, bearers was Chi- 
nese.—North China Herald. 


A Novel Clock. 


Mr. C. J. Sampson, of Dover, formerly 


of Monson, has given somo striking illus- 
trations of the possibilities of slate in 
ornamental work. He has completed a 
clock set in an elaborately ornamented 
case twenty-one inches wide, twenty- 
seven inches high and six inches deep, 
all except the movement of which ia 
made of slate from tha Brownsville 
quarries. The face Is slate lined with 
red satin. Tho hands and figures are 
also of the same material overlaid with 
gold leaf. At the moment of striking 
and at the end of every half hour a mu- 
sical attachment is sot in motion and 
plays a lively air. It is capable of dis- 
pensing four tunes. Upon the front or 
opening is represented an alcove or 
arched recess, in which Father Time 
may be seen reclining, with his scythe 
and glass at hand. In the rail and form- 
ing part of it, on tho top, on the right 
and left aro angelic figures, while the 
whole ia surmounted by a harp. Tho 
front corners of the base show two hu- 
man forms, and in the rear aro two 
deer. Birds rest on the rail or fence at 
the front,—Lewiston Journal.

cider is made, as a lule, with stagnant 
water, the microbes in which do nol 
perish during the fermentation. The 
fever germs thrive upon the juice or the 
apple. In proof of this Dr. Oliver offers 
the fact that typhoid is more prevalent 
in Normandy, the great cider making 
district, than in any other part of France.
